The evil of cramming

from 


attempting to do too much, 
Did you 


ever attempt to eat a ruilway dinner 
at a railway oatiug house in ten min- 
utes? 
In that ten 
minutes 
you take 


your beefsteak, 
your ham 
and 
ejjgs, 


your butter, your sausage, 
your pota- 


toes, your cold meat, your tish balls, 
your coffee, your hot cake, your Dis- 
cuit, your corn bread, your stewed ap- 
ples, your cornoil beef und cabbage, 
your pickles, your pin and your pud- 
ding?all 
in 
ten 
minute*. 
This 
is 


cramming. 
And this is the 
process 


which finds it*analogy in our public 
schools. 
There 
is, however, a 
differ- 


ence 
between the railway dinner and 


the course 
of study in our 
public 


schools. 
Tho hungry 
traveler 
need 


not eat everything he sees on the 
ta- 


ble In ten minutes. 
Jiut the poor vio- 


tiin of cramming must take his read- 
ing, bla geography, his grammar, 
his 


arithmetic, 
Ids algebra, 
his philoso- 


phy, his physiology, his 
zoology, his 


drawing, his botany and the rest. And 
he must take it all in a hurry. 
He 


must cram. 
And to add 
to the evil, 


and to the miseries of the poor teach- 
er, it is no uncommon 
thing to see 


sixty or eighty pupils in a single room 
under one instructor. 
Ivisited such a 


room in Santa 
Rosa 
recently. 
The 


teacher was a lady of experience and 
real ability, and was toiling nobly In 
a vain effort to achieve 
the impossi- 


ble. 
She understood 
and deplored the 


imperfections of the system, but what 
could 
she 
do? 
Tho programme 
was 


marked out for her, and 
she 
had 
to 


hurry and 
cram 
as 
best 
she could. 


Sixty pupils iv one class are thirty too 
many. 


TOO MANY STUDIES. 


The prevalent practice of burdening 


the young mind with a large number 
of studies at the same time is extreme- 
ly injurious. 
When 
small children 


are 
hurried and 
worried 
with half a 


dozen studies, sitting up lafe at night 
to get their lessons, 
and "cramming" 


as they plod along to school 
in the 


morning, 
it is murder 
? murder 
of 


common sense, the tnurderof intellect, 
the murder 
of health 
anu promise. 


Suppose 
you grown-up 
people were 


compelled 
to recite 
long 
lessons 
in 


three new studies 
daily in addition to 


other tasks 
taking 
the part of your 


time? 
You would break 
down under 


the pressure?you 
could not perform 


such a task. 
And yet tender children 


are required to do this, and more. The 
result is a very few of theaptest pupils 
keep 
up with the course, 
the slower 


oues drag, and tho slowest give up in 
despair. 
This 
system 
kills some, 


makes 
superficial 
scholars 
of others, 


and does a grievous wrong to all. 
We 


should have fewer studies, and make 
the instruction 
given more thorough, 


Ono 
study 
mastered 
is belter than 


cramming with a dozen. 
Orthogra- 


phy, reading, penmanship, 
arithmetic 


and grammar 
are the studies in which 


the pupils of our public schools should 
be thoroughly 
grounded, 
letting the 


'?ologies 
bide 
their time. 
The "olo- 


gies" are well enough 
In their place, 


but there is no wisdom in this cram- 
ming to get a smattering 
of them at 


the expense 
of solidity or learning in 


the branches 
of a practical 
business 


education. 


poor men's sons. 


The sons of poor men can stay only 


a limited time In our public schools. 
At an early age they are compelled to 
leave school to earn their bread or aid 
in supporting 
the families 
to which 


they belong. 
From two to four years 


at most is all they can spare for school- 
ing, lt is therefore 
important 
that 


this brief time should 
be used 
to tie 


best 
advantage; 
that 
they should 


be employed, 
not in cramming with a 


medley oV crude science and burlesque 
of art-culture, 
but in penmanship, 


arithmetic, 
English 
grammar 
unu 


book-keeping. 
The children 
of the 


poor are those 
to whom 
the 
public 


school 
system 
should 
bo 
adjusted. 


The poor constitute 
the vast majority. 


They are dependent 
on 
the 
public 


schools; 
the rich are not; their money 


willcommand educational 
advantages 


denied 
to their poorer brethren. 
At 


the time the son of a rich man is get- 
ting ready for the high school 
or col- 


lege, the poor man's sou, with a sigh, 
leaves school forever,and 
goes to work 


for his bread. 
There maybe no injus- 


tice in this, though there is inequality. 
Inequalities of condition have always 
existed and always will oxist. 
But in 


tbe name of justice and right give the 
poor boy the best advantages 
you can 


while he is permitted to attend school. 
Plan your building so that it can 
be 


finished, though it be a small one, In- 
stead of planning a grand 
edifice and 


finishing 
nothing?an 
ill-contrived 


and chaotic mass remaining only as a 
costly monument 
of folly and waste. 


We should attempt 
less and be more 


thorough in what wo do, 
Let us have 


fewer studies, smaller 
classes, 
longer 


recitations, 
and no more 
cramming; 


let us have more substance 
and 


show. 


Some men are contented 
with 
but 


half a chance, 
while others 
have 
the 


largest kind 
of opportunities 
which 


they don't know how to take 
advant- 


age of, and so are continually bewail- 
ing their ill luck.

customs

doned with a readiness 
that is excep- 


tional in the world's history. 
Never 


did any people 
prove such apt schol- 


ars. 
The nobility are not exceeded by 


the lower classes 
In the work of pro- 


gress. 
Japanese, 
having deter- 


mined to put themselves upon the level 
of the 
most 
enlightened 
nations, 


shrink at no Innovation, however time 
honored and deep rooted may be that 
which they are called 
upon to aban- 


don. 
The religion of a people is most 


difficult to eradicate. 
Whatever sac- 


rifices 
of secular 
customs 
mankind 


may be willing to make 
to insure ad- 


vancement, the most intelligent races 
have sternly com bat ted any change in 
their belie* or superstitions 
regarding 


the other world. 
But in Japan there 


is the same alacrity inreligions reform 
that has been 
witnessed

customs 
of daily life.

Japan Herald reports

While abandoning 


their ancient faith they do not embrace 
the Christian religion, or ratberdonot 
us yet receive with favor the disciples 
of Jesus. 
It seems 
to us that Japan 


affords 
a striking illustration of the 


advantage 
of the 
school-house 
over 


the church 
in lifting nations 
to en- 


lightenment 
and 
power. 
Education 


has quickly overthrown 
the debased 


religion, and the minister of God can 
now speak to an intelligent and eager 
listening people of the great truths of 
the Bible, conscious 
that the progress 


which he makes will not be as evan- 
escent as the impress of his foot upon 
the shifting sands. 


Mexico Advancing Rapidly. 


The condition of afl'uirs in our sister 


republic of Mexico is more gratifying 
than the most sanguine friend of that 
country could have anticipated. 
Since 


Liberty first dawned 
under the pale 


light of the Southern 
cross, 
Mexico 


hits been a menace 
to free institutions 


all over the world, because 
iv that 


iand, torn by domestic feuds and 
bur- 


ied iv ignorance and superstition, 
rep- 


resentative 
government 
has 
been 
a 


mockery and civilization lias made no 
progress. 
The skeptic has pointed 
to 


the land of the Montezumas 
as a liv- 


ing illustration of the incapacity 
of 


man to govern himself, and the inhe- 
rent weakness 
of a republic. 
While 


it cannot be denied that the people of 
Mexico have really had no govern* 
ment during 
the greater part of the 


time since they were freed 
from the 


Spanish yoke, it must also 
be admit- 


ted that In such a country the most 
absolute 
monarchy 
would have been 


equally impotent. 
Recent events lead 


us to hope that Mexico has been 
pass- 


ing through a fermentation 
that 
best 


fitted her for a condition of permanent 
prosperity and substantial 
power. The 


progress of the last decade 
leads us to 


hope that the Mexican has awakened 
from his long slumber and started 
iv 


the race for enlightenment witli the 
energetic people of the Northern lati- 
tudes.

ciently high to leave a good margin of 
profit to the California grower. 
The 


cost of growing hops 
in tiie Eastern 


States ami in Europe 
is fifteen cents 


per pound, and hence it is impossible 
for prices to ever be below that figure 
for any 
length of time. 
This season 


the crops everywhere 
have been largo 


and 
the 
markets 
glutted 
this Fall. 


The nominal price in San 
Francisco 


sunk as low as 
12} cents, 
but it has 


rallied within the past few days, and 
tho last 
sales 
were 
at 
1C cents per 


pound. 
Tiie average 
price since 1867

prices. 
At the hop farm in El Monte 


the product is 3,000 pounds 
per acre.

$500 per acre,

the 


net profit half that sum, or $2,500 for a 
ten acre patch.

one acre a good start can 
he had, and 


the area increased greatly from these;
